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ttfT'teneral Palmer has made a reply 
to the |>e«ipleof Itourbon ciunty, in w hich 
he makes some hitsthat will la' gratifvin>? 
to such as view the subject from hisstand- 
)>oint. Ba rejilies totlie tlesire to get ritl 
of the negroes as nuisances; although we 
do not see that the resolutions say uny- 
that subject. He says the ne- 
e system upheld in Ken- 
in.-ky has made them, mid that it is „„t 
etvtlihible to complain of them, after suji- 
I>orting the system with so much zeal. 
Now, it has l»een tlie interest of slave- 
owners to make their negroes industrious 
and moral ; and it is to lie presumed tbey 
have done their best on that subject. They 
had all the jxiwer U» accomplish any )kw- 
sibleend that jviwer i-ould accomplish, 
and if the negro free has not habits of in- 
dustry and morality, it is not the fault of 
the master. 1'nder the system in Ken" 
lucky, this class of people were not it 
nuisance. Keittuckians asked no relief 
from them, nor did they want any inter- 
ference. Those who have changed the 
system and produced the nuisance, ought 
to j>ay the expense and bear the burthen. 

tien. Palmer and his friends will insist 
that Kentucky shall support the nuisance 
they have created. They will not touch 
the burden they have thrown upon Ken- 
tucky. Illlli, they deny that it is a bur- 
d. n, and the General goes tin to show how 
to get along with it, sons to renderthe bur- 
den a blessing. If he and his lriends know- 
so well how to instruct others in the art of 
making the free negro industrious and 
valuable, why don't they take him and 
enjoy the benefit? They insist that it is 
no burden; that the negro free can lie 
made all that is desirable. Well, as they 
have sworn that the negro shall lie free, 
and insist that he is so, let them now try 
their theory, and show us how well they 
can do with the negro. Until they do some 
exploit in that line, let them not reproach 
Kentucky. Let us see them make the ne- 
gro industrious, thrifty and educated, and 
they will be entitled to the gratitude of the 
negro tit least, and of the friends of hu- 
manity generally. 

Rut the people of Kentucky must endure 
it, as they have had the unpaid, and ex- 
torted labor of generations, and their 
earnings are in the hands of their late 
masters, and the negroes in consequence 
are destitute. That is bagging the whole 
imestion — the unpaid labor. We are told 
on one hand that slave lalior is unprofita- 
ble to the white man, and still we are told 
jhe slaves' lalior is unpaid. Now, we hold 
that the negro lias lieen better paid for his 
labor under the system of slavery in Ken- 
tucky than he has OMB paid for his lalior 
when free anywhere. Establish the fact 
that he is unpaid, and the controversy is 
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will ever 1- again. When his friends w ho 
now have him in charge make him more 
industrious, more comfortable anil happy 
than he has Ims-ii, they can talk about un- 
paid lal.ir in Kentucky. 

The tieneral suggests that the freedom 
of the negro be acknowledged, and his 
right to remain in the Slate assured, and 
then he will be industrious ami thrifty. 
Well, we dissent; but let them go over to 
our neighhoring States. There their free- 
dom will be acknowledged, and their 
right to remain w ill lie assured; and there 
tli. vw ill hooMOHftoi from a burden to 
a blessing. These free States, under the 
instructions of the (ieuend who knows 
how to advise Kentucky, will know ex- 
actly how to profit by what Kentuckk' 
>s. So we do not sis. why the negTix-s 
should remain here, or why our neigh- 
bors of Illinois and Indiana should object 
to their immigration into those States. 

Rut <ieu. Palmer and his friends do not 
agree on this subject. <Jen. Cox, one of 
the faithful, says the races must Ik- sepa- 
rated. So we tlon't see what they will do, 
as they are not agreed alxiut w hat to do 
w ith the negro. We tlon't, then, see that 
lien. Palmer's plan will do. The nuisance 
will not l»e abated by the plan he pro- 
pises, according to the opinion of Gen. 
Cox. 

Slavery is dead, we are told constantly. 
Then why all this effort to pass the Con- 
stitutional amendment? Ry what law- 
are slaves, not in the army nor the 
>r the wives nor children of 
free? It is true they are prac- 
tically free without law. If there be 
any confidence in w hat is so often pro- 
claimed, why is there still constant ef- 
forts to do what is done? 

Rut now I hat the work is done, wo are 
told how to do, so that we may get along — 
told by tho'-e who have made the change, 
and made no arrangements to assure that 
the negro HHnfl l>e paid for. or if paid 
for, that it will do him any good. The 
truth is, the negro Is a slave now to the 
Kreedman's Bureau. His --ervlces are to 
be paid ns it directs. He is to go here 
and there, as it orders, and is to bo un- 
der its arbitrary dictation. It remains 
to V«e seen if a people, fixed in comfortable 
homes, with bread and meat secured, with 
all the comforts of life and many of the 
luxuries, and a people that have made 
some improvement from the savage stete, 
will live ;-.t all under a different system. 
Whether they will or not is all guess- 
work.

plT'The editor of the New Orleans Pica- 
yune gives the following account of what 
he saw in Mississippi, in a recent number 
of that paper: 

We have just returned from a run into 
the heart of Mississippi, where we saw its 
sulistantial and representative people 
from all parts of the State, and had quite 
a view of its internal workings. 

From what is to be read in the South- 
ern torrespondence of many of the North- 
ern journals, and front tlie invis-tive 
which this has pnxluced in their editorial 
columns against the allegtsl continued 
disloyalty of the Southern people, and the 
ill-treatment of the emancipated blacks, 
we might lie expected to report a mutin- 
ous white and a maimed aud abused 
black population, to line the thorough- 
fares of our travel. 

On the contrary, we heanl not a word 
of present or prospective resist a ins- to the 
authority of the I nitedStatcs. The people 
were everywhere busy with tlie.-tfort to 
restore, as far as they can, their wasted 
agriculture, and may not have had time 
to • xpend much thought upon thcsuli- 
^exrt; out the universal expression was ..n.- 
of unreserved fealty to the Constitution, 
laws and authority of the United Suites. 
Secession ami slavery are lsjth regarded 
by them as dead antl buried, and the man 
who would offer to reinstate either would 
be regarded as a common enemy. 

We saw manv negroes, but isrunpara- 
tively few of them were at work. Thev are 
congregated largely at flrookhaveh and 
Jackson. Many were along the road, 
moving towards those place*. We con- 
versed with a numlier of them. They 
have no complaints to make of unkind 
treatment, but seem to think, if thev can 
find "the Oovernment,'' their fortunes 
will U* much bettered. At Brookli.-ivcn, 
as well as at Jackson, are superintend- 
ents of freedmen, who are supposed by 
the negriiestoptrssesstinliinitiM resources, 
Ujain which the freedmen can draw at 
will. Of course their disappointment, 
when they learn to the contrary, and that 
Uncle Sain will not maintain them in 
idleness, will lie extreme. 

The oro|is are universally small. Be- 
yond Bayou L'lbranche, "ri ft 
from this city, we saw but one 
of cotton l»et ween this city and Jackson, 
ami the corn fields were light and in- 
frequent. Near Jackson a numlier of 
planters had plowed up their young 

and 
drought 
it to 

grow, 

Of old cotton there is still a considera- 
ble quantity yet in hand, but the untin- 1 
ishisl repairs on so much of the railroad 
as lies between Summit and Brtajkhaven 
will keep it liack for some time. Never- 
theless, wagons are bringing the staple 
around constantly for such as are very i 
needy and require the proceeds early. 
There is a general disposition to keep cot- 
ton at home until the ow ners can send it 
to market themselves, rather than sell it 
to speculator*. 

We found the people much more hotie- 
ful than we could have expected Ihem >o 
lie, with their desolate surrnmidittgv 
Very little dependence is iWiW ¥a ihe 
negro as a lalmrer ; lut t**." 1 * nite men are 
all at work, doing frfMfl they can to repair 
the losses of the past. Saw mills are busy 
everywhere, ami new houses are spring- 
ing up in the burnt towns. As fast as the 
railroad is repaired to reach these places, 
the merchants come down to replenish 
their stores, antl even now thev haul goods 
around by the country roads. The schools 
are all lieing reorganized, and a spirit of 
enterprise and inquiry into improvement 
is every where manifested.
